This is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed on 27 February 2002. 



This international application was filed on 25 May 2000 and claimed earliest priority of 
an application filed on 28 May 1999. A Demand electing the United States was filed prior to 
the elapse of 19 months from the priority date. Accordingly, the 30 month time period for 
paying the basic national fee in the United States expired at midnight on 28 November 2001. 
This international application became abandoned with respect to the United States for failure 
to timely pay the required basic national fee.

1.20 (d)) required pursuant to paragraph (c) of this section. The petition satisfies 
requirements (2), (3) and (4) but does not satisfy requirement (1). 

Regarding requirement (1), the petition was accompanied by the required reply in the 
form of the basic national fee. 

Regarding requirement (2),the petition was accompanied by the petition fee. 

Regarding requirement (3), the petition includes an appropriate statement.
